Valery Brumel, the Russian high jumper, is given a 
triple dose of wheat germ oi] before each retord-breaking 
performance, At Rome in 1960, six American girl swimmers 
coached by a Californian hipped on wheat germ made prac- 
tically a clean sweep in the Olympics. Shotputter Parry 
O’Brien and distance rumner Tom O'Hara are just two of 
the outstanding American athletes who use the stuff in 
flake or oil form to boost their performances. 

“Wheat germ is more effective and palatable In bread 
from which it has not’ been removed,” said Hull. “Until re- 
cently it had to be removed in milling flour because it turned 
rancid in a hurry. Now Dan H. Brown has worked out a 
way of leaving the wheat germ in the flour without spoll- 
ing i.” 


Russians Made Offer for Rights: 


Removing wheat germ from flour’ took out so many 

healthful elements that bakers in most states were required 
to restore vitamins and minerals to their bread artificially, 
but this reptaced only a portion of the health goodies that 
were ori iy in the kernel, 
Brown inherited the wheat germ problem from his 
grandfather, an Iowa banker who spent $500,000 trying to 
work outa way to leave the element in. Over the past 20 
years, Brown has sunk an additional $2’, million in perfect- 
ing the process to a point where the Soviet offered him, un- 
i successfully, $5 million for rights, 

“One of the main uses the Russians want to make of 
flour made by the process is to increase the efficiency of 
their athletes,” said Brown. “They have a saying, ‘He who 
controls bread, controls the world;'-wad they don't mean 
bread made from the anemic flour in general use.”

academic novel this attractive 
and provocative sentence ap- 
pears: “Reluctantly, he~ had 
accepted students as an in- 
escapable part of university 
life.” 

Whether typical-or not, this 
is representative of the view 
of life of Walter Ackroyd, an 
austere, unmarried, 45-year- 
old professor of English in an 
unnamed prairie university, 

The ‘serious plot in the 
novel is Ackroyd’s unwilling 
participation in a fight for a 
principle of academic free- 
dom. A departmental col- 
Jeague has published a grubby 
novel and as a result is about 
to be fired by an autocratic, 
conservative board of gover- 
nors. 

With lots of quotations 
from Milton and Donne, this 
-part of the novel is very well
